Reahzing that judges are inade- 
quate to handle the volume of litigation 
now coming up on appeal, the last legis- 
lature passed an act creating the office 
of Supreme Court Commissioner to help 
reheve the situation, and also adopted 
a proposed Constitutional Amendment 
to be voted on by the people on No- 
vember 7th, 1950, so as to increase the 
court ta nine judges. 

The adoption of this amendment will 
hot increase the cost of the state one 
penny the commissioners receive 
the same salary as regular judges. 

The commissioners are appointed by 
the Governor and the people have no 
voice in their selection. If the amend- 
ment passes, in due time the commis- 
sioners will become or be succeeded by 
regular judges, subject to election by

people will be given the right to select 
all their judges instead of only six "

Indians who more than two cen- 
turies ago traveled along torturous 
wilderness trails between Natchez 
and Nashville would no doubt get 
something of a surprise today 
were it possible for them to speed 
along the Natchez Trace Parkway 
being developed by the federal 
government. 


Twentieth century travelers will 
by next summer be able to cover 
63 miles of the road over which 
early pioneers made their way in- 
to the Southwest Territory back 
in 1798. 


‘Actually only 22 miles of the 
Parkway has been hardsurfaced 
to date. This section extends from 
Ridgeland on U. S. Highway 51 
northeastward, touching Pearl 
River at two points. However, the 
National Park Service at present 
has projects totaling about $2,- 
675,000 under construction in 
Alabama, Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi. Forty-one additional miles 
in Mississippi will be completed 
by next June. 

When completed eventually, the 
Trace will extend for 450 miles, 
following closely the original trails 
first made by wild animals, fol- 
lowed by Indians of various tribes 
in these areas of the South, and 
finally by explorers, pioneer 
settlers and soldiers. 

By treaty with the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Indians, the United 
Stales acquired the right to de- 
velop the Natchez Trace into a 
wagon road and mail route in the 
early 1800's. But for many years 
the journey over the Trace re- 
mained a hard and perilous one 
— due not so much to the Red Man 
as to the blood thirsty bandits who

Frontiersmen usually were 


loggers, frequently farmers and always hunters. 
In this atomic age, where good living is neither dependent 


upon dexterity with an axe nor 
skill with a rifle, weekend hunt- 
ers and Sunday sportsmen too 
often picture pioneer America 
a3 a nimrod’s paradise where 
game of al! kinds roamed in 
countless numbers through pri- 
meval forests--a pretty picture 
but usually untrue. 
History relates many grim ac- 
counts of hard-pressed frontiers- 
men starving in the unspoiled 
wooded wilderness they sought 
to penetrate. The hard, cold, 
unromantic but completely scien- 
tific truth was and is that most 
game animals did not and cannot 
exist, let alone thrive in great 
numbers In deep forests. 
Frontiersmen found game in 
the same habitats that hunters 
find it today—at the edges of 
forests and in clearings where 
food is plentiful. Game animals 
seek shelter from weather or 
enemies inside dense forests but 
they feed along the edges where 
they can browse on sprouts and 
seedlings or graze in open 
meadows or marshes. Big thick

little food for game animals like 
deer. 

Sportsmen interested in pro- 
tecting and perpetuating an ade- i 
quate game supply can count 
foresters and timber owners 
among their best friends.

Windham explained that jay-walk- 
ers usually get stranded in mid-street 
trying to buck traffic and have to wait 
until the street is cleared of vehicles 
after the light changes. In addition, 
while standing unprotected in mid- 
they are in constant danger of 
being struck by a vehicle, he also stres- 
sed. 

“Thousands of pedestrians are killed 
each year trying to hurry across the 
street in the face of approaching auto- 
mobiles,’ Windham pointed out. 

To avoid death or injury in traffic, 
Windham urged pedestrians to wait on 
the corner for the green traffic light 
facing them to show, or if there are 
pedestrians signals to wait for the 
“Walk” signal. 

“This is the fastest, easiest and safest 


street, 
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way of getting across the street,” Wind- 
ham assured pedestrians. 

“To the rural pedestrian always walk 
on the left side facing traffic. Wear 
something white at night and step off 
the Highway when a motor vehicle is 
coming.” 

“Over half of Mississippi's traffic 
deaths in cities in 1949 were pedestrians 
and approximately one third State-wide 
were pedestrians,” Windham stated.

MISSISSIPPI TO GET 
$13 MILLION FEDERAL 
ROAD AID 


Washington — Federal aid totaling 
$35,957,000 is being spent in Louisiana 
and Mississippi for highway programs 
involving 1,408 miles of work and a 
total cost of $72,441,000. 

A report on federal-aid highway pro- 
grams shows that Louisiana has 4912 
miles of roadwork planning stages and 
Mississippi 916.9. 

Work in Louisiana is costing $47,- 
111,000. The federal share is $22,875,- 
000 with the state Paying the balance. 

Mississippi's total is $25,330,000 and 
the federal share is $13,082,000 of 
that amount . 

Actual construction of 201.5 miles is 
underway in Louisiana and plans have 
been approved by the government for 
another 119.1 miles. The state has 
170.6 miles of roads in the planning 
stage. 

Mississippi has 266.7 miles under 
construction, 49.6 miles for which fed- 
eral plans have been approved and 
600.6 miles are in the planning stage. 
The report on the status of federal aid 
highways was made public recently.
